This plant pum ps approximately 40% of the gas used by 
the Philadelphia suburban an a, therefore as a result of 
the lire, pressure was low in many sections and some 
areas were entirely without gas. 


We deeply regret this ineonvenience to our customers and 
wish to take this opportunity of thanking them for tho 
splendid cooperation they provided. In all suburban sections 
the public responded promptly to our radio and newspaper 
warnings. They did tin? right thing at the right time and 
they further helped by passing the word along to neighbors, 
so that practically everyone was aware of what was taking 
place and what to do. 


Gas pressure began improving within a few hours after the 
fire was extinguished, aud now it is virtually hack to 
norm al. In areas where tin* service was turned off com­ 
pletely, most of the consumers hail gas before midflight. 
This speedy resum ption of service would not have been 
possible without public cooperation. 


No personal negligence was involved in this unfortunate 
fire. It was euuseil by the rupture of a high pressure gas 
main in the compressor building. 'I bis released gas which 
speedily caught fire and tlaniageiJ one section of the plant. 
Prom pt action prevented more serious consequences, just as 
prom pt action on the part of huiulreds of our employees, 
working without letup, restored service in much less time 
than we had hope:! possible.
